EARNINGS TAXES 


We Concerns Holding 
Up Payment of Deduc- 
tions Pending Outcome 
of Court Test of New 
Levy. 


Imposition of delinqueney pen- 
alties has been started against a 
group of large business firms 
which have failed to turn over 
earnings taxes deducted from 
their empioyes’ pay checks, City 
Revenue Collector Del Bannister 
announced today. 

These firms have filed returns 
indicating the amount of taxes 
which they have collected, but 
have not turned over the money, 
Bannister said. Because of a suit 
in Cireuit Court contesting the 
validity of the earnings tax law, 
they have advised Bannister they 
are withholding payment until the 
matter is adjudicated. 

The municipal earnings tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent became ef- 
1 e on Sept. 1 and taxes with- 
held from employes during Sep- 
tember were 4 to the Col - 
lector by Oct. 3

Delinquency penalties of 1 per 
cent a month on the amount due, 
to a maximum of 6 per cent, are 
imposed by ordinance. 

Bannister said that some of the 
firms earlier had requested him 
to waive the penalties on the de-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP)—

weather,” said a spokesman for 
the Weather Bureau this morning. 
He noted that his map at 7:30 
a.m. showed not a drop of pre- 
cipitation anywhere in the United 
States.” 

He said it was unlikely there 
would be any appreciable amount 
of rain anywhere in the country 
today. Along the Pacific eoast and 
in New Mexico, the bureau spokes- 
man said, there might be some 
scattering of rain later in the day.

SEATTLE, Nov. 4 (AP)—A 
strong earthquake was recorded 
on seismographs today. Seismolo- 
gists at the University of Wash- 
ington and the California Insti- 
tute* of Technology estimated it 
was centered north of Japan.

Pyun admitted to the General 
Assembly’s Political Committee 
tat the Seuth Koreans intended 
before the current conflict erupt- 
ed to “recover” North Korea “by 
all means including war” but did 
not have enough arms. 

Russia Called War Instigator. 

Pyun charged that Russia—‘“the. 
monstrous country — zs the real 
instigator of the war, dnd he as- 
serted that the United States, in 


the touchy prewar period, delib- 


erately kept South Korea in a 
state of military unpreparedness, 
believing that this condition might 
help to avert World War III. 
“There is evidence,” he said, 
“that, far from supplying us with 
heavy artillery and battle planes 
making an offénsive action pos- 
sible, the United States went so 
far as to take a special care to 
keep the ROK army in short sup- 
ply of small ammunition even, in 
order to render the ROK initia- 
tion of a prolonged all-out war- 
fare impossible.”

On this point, Pyun said: 
“Nothing can shatter the aggres- 
sive -solidarity of world Com- 
munism except the spontaneous 
solidarity of all the free peoples 
throughout the world, demonstrat- 
ing their willingness to bear an 
equal share in the suffering and 
the danger. 

“Co-operation can scarcely be 
fruitful in the end if the country 
to which the war is limited must 
accept a total sacrifice while 
many other free nations are con- 
tent with only a token sacrifice. 

“If what happened in Korea 
is allowed to lie unrelieved and 
unrehabilitated, it will remain as 
a ruin of collective action, dis- 
couraging all free nations on the 
periphery of the Communist em-

On the subject of an armistice, 
he said: “The Korean people are 
in 80 desperate a situation that

Unusually lan Turn- 
out Is Reported State 
May Exceed Record of 
1,830,000 in 1940 
Election. 


An unusually heavy turnout of 
voters was reported at the polls 
in St. Louis and St. Lcuis county, 
in the first nine hours of ballot- 
ing today. 

A check of representative city 
precincts ,indicated that 232,000 
St. Louis voters, or 58 per cent 
of the city’s 413,807 registrants, 
had cast their ballots by 3 p.m. 

At the same time, an estimated 
135,400 votes had been cast in St. 
Louis county. This amounts to 
about 61 per cent of the county’s 
221,984 registration. 

Comparison With 1948. 

At the same time in the elec- 
tion four years ago, 216,000 bal- 
lots had been cast in the city, or 
53.5 per cent of the 1948 registra- 
tion. 

In the county, an estimated 76,- 
300 votes had been cast up to 3 
p.m. four years ago. This was 
only 49.5 per cent of the county’s 
1948 registration. 

The heavy early vote today was 
attributed to intense voter interest, 
fine weather and to the fact that 
this is the first presidential elec- 
tion in Missouri in which there 
has been widespread observance 
of.a state law requiring that em- 
ployes have faur hours te vote.

| SEOUL, Nov. 4 (AP)—Dug-in 
Allied soldiers today hurled back 
pre-dawn Red assaults on the Ko- 
rean eastern and central fronts. 

North Korean 
made six attacks in the Heart- 


break Ridge sector. Each was 
stopped cold despite unusually 
heavy Red artillery and mortar 
fire. 

Chinese Reds on the central 
front stormed all night long at 
South Korean positions atop 
bloody Sniper Ridge. The ROKs 
beat back the final assault at 
dawn. 

The Bighth Army said Sniper 
and nearby Triangle Hill were 
quieter Tuesday than at any time 
Since the Allies opened their cen- 
tral front attack on Oct. 14. 

Fighting in Bitter Cold. 

The mercury dipped to one de- 
@ree above zero 
A battalion of North Koreans 
about 750 men—powered the 
biggest Communist attack on the 
mountainous eastern front. The 
Reds slammed straight at Heart- 
break Ridge. 

Allied infantrymen, fighting 
from trenches and bunkers, 
stopped the assault cold in a 
three-hour battle. The defenders 
estimated they killed or wounded 
more than 100 Red Koreans. 

Five other attacks, up to 175 
men in size, hit elsewhere along 
a four-mile sector. 

Reds Shell Allied Positions. 

Before and during the assaults 
the Reds pounded Allied positions 
with 5000 rounds of mortar and 
artillery fire. That is about five 
times the daily average for the 
sector. | 

On the center, about 300 Chi- 
nese Reds tried to scramble to 
the top of Sniper Ridge during 
the night. None got closer than 
100 yards. 

Communist mortar and artillery 
fire on Sniper and Triangle slack- 
ened during the day. 

A company of Chinese hit an 
Allied outpost south of Pyong- 
gang on the central front early 
this morning. They seized part of 
the hill, but lost it to counter- 
attacking U.N; troops. 

In the air war, B-26 invader 
bombers attacked ‘Red supply 
routes and front lines during: the 
night. Pilots’ reported at least 60 
vehicles destroyed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. ‘ (AP)— 
Regardless of who wins today’s 
election, he can’t remain in the 
White House more than eight 
years. 

The new President will be the 
first one limited to two terms. He 
can be re-elected only ore. 

The two-term limitation is the 
newest addition to the Constitu- 
tion. 
ment, it was ratified last year and 
affects all future Presidents. 

As the incumbent at the time 
the admendment was ratified, 
President Truman was not af- 
fected by it. However, Truman 
decided not to try for another 
term. 

The amendment, submitted to 
the states by the Republican- 
controlled Eightieth Congress; 
says no person may be elected to 
the office of President more than 
twice, and no Vice President who 
has served more than two years 
of an unexpired presidential term 
may be eleeted President more 
than once. That means that a 
Vice President becoming Presi- 
dent during the last two years of 
his predecessor's term could be 
elected President for two four- 
year terms—a total of 10 years.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 4 (UP) 
~The withdrawal of Kentucky 
from the college basketball scene 
for a year on charges that it paid 
athletes met with protest today 
from the university president, 
players, opposing coaches and a 
United States Senator. 
Kentucky, three-time N.C.A.A. 
champion and one of the best 
drawing cards in the country, 
withdrew yesterday after the 
N. C. A. A. council charged. the 
university paid some of its play- 
ers and used athletes who were 
scholastically ineligible. 
Bradley University of Peoria, 
III., another leading basketball 
power, also announced its with- 
drawal from the 1953 N.C.A.A. 
championship following similar 
charges by the council. Bradley 
will play its regular season sched- 
ule, however. | 

Out of Pan, Inte Fire. 
College basketball, rocked by 
fix scandals during the past few 
years, thus was dealt another 
rude jolt. 
President Herman L. Donovan 
of Kentucky and the teams co- 
captains-elect made it plain they 
thought the penalty was too se- 
vere, 
“It is the opinion of our ath- 
letic board that the penalty in- 
flicted . . . is unduly severe and 
far more harsh than any penalty 
that ever has been inflicted on a 
member for violation of N.C.A.A. 
rules in the past,” Donovan Sid. 
He added the university would not 
appeal the council’s recommenda- 
tion, however. 
While Coach Adolph Rupp, who 
has guided Kentucky basketball 
teams since 1931 and led them to 
national prominence, refused to 
comment on the suspension, Co- 
Captains Frank Ramsey and Cliff 
Hagan agreed with Donovan. 
‘Punishing Wrong People.’ 
“I feel it is an injustice to 
punish us for something former 
players did,” said Ramsey. “They 
are taking it out on the wrong 
people.” 
Hagan, an All-America selec- 
tion last year, said: “Since this 
has happened, I want to stay at 
Kentucky more than ever. This is 
no time to desert.” 
Senator Tom Underwood of 
Kentucky, upon hearing of the 
N.C.A.A. action, said he would 
call for a senatorial investigation 
of the N. C. A. A, if Kentucky were 
barred. However, since the uni- 
versity accepted the recommenda- 
tion of the council, Underwood 
was expected to forget the whole 
matter. 
Meanwhile, Minnesota, St. Louis 
and Wyoming — three of the 
Wildcats’ major opponents for 
the coming season — reluctantly 
announced the cancellation of 
their games. 
Outspoken Ed Hickey of St. 
Louis said he was “bitterly dis- 
appointed” that the N.C.A.A. 
council had deferred its decision 
on Kentucky for so long. 
“The N. C. A. A. machinery work- 
ed very slowly,“ said Hickey in 
St. Louis. The decision to cancel 
their schedule works a hardship 
on innocent teams they were to 


Six or Seven Paid.“ 
The N. C. A. A. council charged 
that “six or seven selected” play- 
ers were paid $50 each on four 
occasions. Bradley players, the 
council charged, received $200 to 
$300 each “as cash gifts. . from 
team enthusiasts” and that oc- 
casional expense payments” also 
were paid them when the team 
was on the road. . 
The council actually voted only 
to recommend the bar of the two 
schools to the N.C.A.A. conven- 
tion in January.

DALLAS, Nov. 4 (AP) — The 
winless Dallas Texans, with $250,- 
000 already down the drain, may 
not finish the National Football 
League season unless there is an 
appreciable pickup in attendance 
or some loans can be obtained, 

The professional team that was 
brought from New York to Dallas 
last winter, amid much ballyhoo, 
is on the rocks. And yesterday, 
it couldn’t get an anticipated 
loan from the. Dallas Citizens’ 
Council, a group of civic leaders, 

That might have been the last 
tack in the coffin. Two of the 
five trustees of the team said they 
feared the Texans wouldn't be 
able to finish the season. 


D. Harold Byrd, one of fhe 
trustees who made the plea to 
the council for a loan of $125,000 
said after the turndown: “As far 
as I’m concerned, that kills it. I 
don’t think we can cope with it.” 


John Coyle, another trustee, 
was a little more optimistic. He 
said loans from individuals might 
be obtained in sufficient amounts 
to get through the season. 

About the only thing that’s fair- 
ly ce is that the Texans will 
play the Los Angeles Rams here 
next Sunday and will be seeking 
their first victory in seven starts. 
“We'll play the Rams here,” Coyle 
said, “and we can play the two 
road games that follow because 
we're guaranteed $20,000 for each 
one. Then we'll play the Chicago 
Bears here Nov. 30. If the situa- 
tion is no better, we'll pay the 
players and if we have any mon- 
ey left, we'll pay the Bears.” 

Jack C. Vaughn, a third Texan 
trustee, said the situation looked 
dismal but that “I’m pretty sure 
we can finish the season. A lot 
depends on the crowd we get 
next Sunday.” 

Giles Miller, another trustee 
who is president of the club, 
hasn’t returned from California 
where he went to see the Texans 
play the, Los -Angeles Rams last 
Sunday. 

The club officials said if they 
could get a $125,000 loan, they 
would take care ef the loss to 
date and furnish $125,000 in new 
capital. They said that with that 
and the sale of 15,000 season tick- 
ets they could finish this season 
and operate next year also. 

Dallas has played three games 
at home, averaging only 12,000 
attendance per game. This is just 
about half enough to pay ex- 


penses.

Mantle Again 
Rejected for 
Army Service 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (UP)— 
Mickey Mantle, young star of the 
New York Yankees, again was 
rejected for military service yes- 
terday but this time it was be- 
calse of a knee injury suffered 
in the 1951 world series instead 
of osteomyelitis, which caused 
him to be rejected twice pre- 
viously. 

In a surprise development, the 
surgeon general’s office said 
Mantle’s physical disability re- 
sulted from a chronic right knee 
defect which was the result of a 
tumble he took while chasing a 
fly ball against the Giants at Yan- 
kee Stadium in the second game 
of the 1951 classic. 

The announcement stated that 
after reviewing results of an ex- 
amination conducted at Fort Sill, 
Okla., the condition was found 
serious enough for mandatory re- 
jection under armed forces physi- 
cal standards. 

In the two previous rejections, 

the Army found Mantle unfit be- 
cause of osteomyolitis in his left 
leg, the result of an injury suf- 
fered when he played high school 
football at his home in Commerce, 
a. 
Mantle, who has an off-season 
office job with a contruction com- 
pany in Baxter Springs, Kan., in- 
sisted that “it didn’t make any 
difference to me either way,” 
when he was advised by telephone 
that he had been rejected. 


Indiana Ace, Suffering 
From Polio, Reported 
In ‘Fair Condition’ 


—Jerry Anderson, University of 
Indiana football player, was re- 


fering from polio. 

Anderson, 20-year-old native of 
Warba, Minn., was stricken while 
en route to Pittsburgh by plane 
for last Saturday’s game with the 
University of Pittsburgh. Team 
officials ‘said Anderson com- 

lained of feeling ill but was be- 

eved to be suffering from air 
sickness. When his condition grew 
worse he was taken to the hos- 
pital when the plane landed. 

Dr. I. Hope Alexander diagnosed 
the illness as polio of both legs. 
He said the case was not severe, 
but added it was too early to tell 
what damage the illness might 


cause.

| Text of Eisenhower Speech 


Our crusade will really begin 
—not end—on election day. For 
it to be fully effective we need 
in Washington liberal und ex- 
perienced members of Congress 
like Senator Lodge. I sincerely 
hope you will vote to return 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge to 
the United States Senate. 

I want also to express my 
admiration for the fine ticket for 
state and congressional offices 
which our party has selected 
here in Massachusetts. My friend 
Chris Herter has broad experi- 
jence and a warm concern for 
people which fit him to be a 
great Governor for your great 
state. 

I stand before you tonight in 
the solemn knowledge that—by 
this hour of the morrow—you 
may have summoned me to serve 
as President of the United States. 

This knowledge would fill any 
man with awe and wonder. It is 
truly sobering to a man who 
enlisted in your service as & 
youth more than 40 years ago. 

In the passing of those decades 
there came a time of trial when 
you charged me to help guard 
the most precious possessions of 
our land. You entrusted to my 
care—on one great battlefront— 
the fate of our youth. and the 
defense of our liberty. 

No longer a soldier, now in a

I shall speak of the truth that 
I believe — makes worthy na- 
tions strong and keeps brave peo- 
ples free. 

How fabulous these 40 years 
have been! How crowded is our 
memory of their great events. 


For free peoples everywhere, 
these have been years of both 
trial. and triumph. They have 
witnessed the birth of brave, 
free nations—and the . enslave- 
ment of gallant, old nations. 
They have been years of noble 
wisdom and cringing folly, years 
of amazing heroism and appall- 
ing treason. 

Has any other age proclaimed 

its lessons in such violent con- 
trast, with such dramatic vivid- 
ness? 
Again and again, we find that 
we need but a single word to 
evoke the sharp memory of great 
moments. The host of anxious 
and challenging hours comes 
quickly to mind: Verdun, Mukden, 
Brenner Pass, Berchtesgaden, 
Munich, Danzig, Pearl Harbor. 

The heroic hours are summoned 
to mind with equal ease: The Ar- 
gonne, Wake Island, Alamein, 
Anzio, Okinawa, the Normandy 
beaches, the Remagen bridge. 

Other hours of these 40 years 
bring troubled, bewildering mem- 
orjes—memories of our falterings 
and failings in the quest for peace 
and world understanding: Ver- 
sailles and its peace conference, 
London and its economic confer- 
ence, Moscow, Yalta, Potsdam.

Voter Participation. : 

The prospect is that about 55,000,000 persons 
will have voted by the time the polls close.

It is expected that this turnout will 
be about 20,000,000 fewer than the total eligible 
to vote, which is approximately 75,500,000; The 
best turnout in history will not be good enough, 
The voting percentages are better by far in Ja- 
pan, Germany and many other countries which 
have less cause to appreciate the free ballot. 

Public Opinion Polis. 

A public opinion poll on a presidential race is 
an attempt to hold an election in advance, This 
could become a disservice to the nation. In a 
close election a stacked or inaccurate poll might 
influence the outcome. For its own protection, 
the country should know much more about polls 
than it now does. This year, the poll conductors 
are so afraid of repeating their failure of four 
years ago that they have worked out a formula 
to save their skins no matter what happens. This

“Recommended Withdrawal.” 


“He not only did not oppose the 
withdrawal, but he recommended 
that the United States withdraw 
its troops at the same time the 
Russians withdréw their troops 
from Northern Korea.” 

Wedemeyer was the American 
commander in the Chinese 
theater in the last stages of World 
War II. Green said Wedemeyer 
submitted his withdrawal recom- 
mendation on Sept. 9, 1947—“‘less 
than three weeks before they (the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff) unanimous- 
ly recommended withdrawal from 
Korea as disclosed in the docu- 
ment released by President Tru- 
man.” 

“It would appear,” Green 
added, “that since Gen. Eisen- 
hower was Army Chief of Staff at 
the time, that he not only recom- 
mended withdrawal of United 
States troops from Korea but that 
he took Gen. Wedemeyer’s ad- 
vice in doing so.”

Surely, with an observant eye, 
he must have picked up information about other than purely 
medical matters. | 

But now, some folks feel that when a physician speaks out 
on economics or sociology or the body politic, he is not stick- 
ing to his last—he is talking about matters on which he cer- 
tainly has no special information.

NOTHER birthday has gone by, 80 now I’m 15. I received quite

My head is haunted by so many 
wishes and thoughts, accusations 
and reproaches, I’m really not as 
conceited as so many people seem 
to think. I know my own faults 
and shortcoming better than any- 
one, but the difference is that I 
also know that I want to improve, 
shall improve, and have already 
improved a great deal. 

Why is-it, then, I so often ask 
myself, that everyone still thinks 
I’m so terribly knowing and for- 
ward?

In my despair I become rude 
and start contradicting and then, 
of course, the old well-known 
Anne watchword comes back: No 
one understands me!” This phrase 
sticks in my mind; I know it 
sounds silly, yet there is some 
truth in it. I often accuse my- 
self to such an extent that I 
simply long for a word of com- 
fort, for someone who could give 
me sound advice and also draw 
out some of my real self; but, 
alas, I keep on looking, but I 
haven't found anyone yet. 

I know that you'll immediately 
think of Peter, won't you, Kit? 
It’s like this: Peter loves me not 
as a lover but as a friend and 
grows more affectionate every 
day.

After all, if 
you know it, why not fight against 
it, why not try to train your char- 
acter? The answer was: Because 
it’s so much easier not to!” This 
reply discouraged me. Easy? 
Does that mean that a lazy, de- 
ceitful life is an easy life? Oh 
no, that can’t be true, it mustn’t 
be true, people can so easily be 
tempted by slackness ... and by 
money. 

I’ve so often thought how love- 
ly it would be to have someone’s 
complete confidence, but now I 
realize how difficult it is to think 
what the other person is thinking 
and then to find the right answer. 

Peter is beginning to lean on me 
a bit and that mustn’t happen 
under any circumstances, A type 
like Peter finds it difficult to 
stand on his own feet, but it’s 
even harder to stand on your own 
feet as a conscious, living being. 
Because if you do, then it’s twice 
as difficult to steer a right path 
through the sea of problems and 
still remain constant through it 
all. 

I can’t understand people who 
don’t like work, yet that isn’t the 
case with Peter; he just hasn't 
got a fixed goal to aim at, and he 
thinks he’s too stupid and too in- 
ferior to achieve anything. Poor 
boy, he’s never known what it 
feels like to make other people 
happy, and I can’t teach him that, 
either. He has no religion, scoffs 
at Jesus Christ, and swears, using 
the name of God; although I’m not 
orthodox either, it hurts me every 
time I see how deserted, how 
scornful, and how poor he really 
is. 

People who have à religion 
should be glad, for not everyone 
has the gift of believing in heav- 
enly things. You don’t necessarily 
even have to be afraid of punish- 
ment after death; purgatory, hell, 
and heaven are things that a lot 
of people can’t accept, but still a 
religion, it doesn’t matter which, 
keeps a person on the right path. 


It isn't the fear of God but the 
upholding of one’s own honor and 
conscjence. How noble and good 
everyone could be if, every eve- 
ning before falling asleep, they 
were to recall to their minds the 
events of the whole day and con- 
sider exactly what has been good 
and bad.

In addition to this, I have lots 
of courage, I always feel so strong 
and as if I can bear a great deal, 
I feel so free and so young! I 
was glad when I first realized it, 
because I don’t think I shall 
easily bow down before the blows 
that inevitably come to everyone. 

But I’ve talked about these 
things so often before. Now I 
want to come to the chapter of 
Daddy and Mummy don’t under- 
stand me.” Daddy and Mummy 
have always thoroughly spoiled 
me, were sweet to me, defended 
me, and have done all that par- 
ents could do. And yet I’ve felt 
so terribly lonely for a long time, 
so left out, neglected, and mis- 
understood. Daddy tried all he 
could to check my rebellious spir- 
it, but it was no use, I have cured 
myself, by seeing for myself what 


was wrong in my behavior and 


keeping it before my eyes. 
But there’s one thing he’s 
omitted: you see, he hasn’t real- 


ized that for me the fight to get 


on top was more important than 
all else. I didn’t want to hear 
about “symptoms of your age,” or 
“other girls,” or “it wears off by 
itself”; I didn’t want to be treated 
as à girl-like-all-others, but as 
Anne-on-her-own-merits. 

I still don’t know quite what to 
make of Peter, is he superficial, 
or does he still feel shy, even of 
me? He longs to be loved and 
I can see that he’s beginning to 
be more and more in love with 
me. Now he clings to me; and 
for the time being, I don’t see 
any way of shaking him off and 
putting him on hif own feet. 
When I realized that he could 
not be a friend for my under- 
standing, I thought I would at 
least try to lift him up out of 
his narrow-mindedness and 
make him do something with his 
youth. 

“For in its innermost depths, 
youth is lonelier than old age.” 
I read this saying in some book 
and I've always remembered it. 
and found it to be true. Is it 
true ‘then that grownups have a 
more difficult time here than we 
do? No. I know it isn't. 
people have formed their opin- 
ions about everything, and don’t 
waver before they act. It’s twice 
as hard for us young ones to hold 
our ground, and maintain our 
opinions, in a time when all ideals 
are being shattered and destroyed, 
when people are showing their 
worst side, and do not know 
whether to believe in truth and 
right and God. 

It’s really a wonder that I 
haven't dropped all my ideals, be- 
cause they seem so absurd and 
impossible to carry out. Yet I 
keep them, because in spite of

A voice sobs within me: “There 
you are, that’s what’s become of 
you: You’re uncharitable, you look 
supercilious and peevish, 


won't listen to the advice given 
you by your own better half.”

Anne’s diary. 

There is no detailed record of 
what happened to the group after 
they were captured. Anne’s fa- 
ther, Otto Frank, spent several 
months trying to piece together 
the whole story and it was from 
him, the sole survivor, that the 
editors of this book learned of 
the fate of the inhabitants of the 
“Secret Annex.” 

No one actually knows how 
they were discovered. Offers of 
rewards to informers were post- 
ed everywhere in Amsterdam and 
others besides the loyal Dutch 
friends who provided the eight 
with clothing and food might 
have known of the existence of 
the little group hidden in the 
“Secret Annex.” 

There were five or six in the 
arresting party, all of them armed 
though only the leader, a Ger- 
man, was in uniform. 

In the panic, there was no time 

for Anne to collect her “escape 
kit” as she had planned. The 
group was hurried out and taken 
to prison in Amsterdam where 
they remained for three days 
until they were removed to the 
concentration camp at Wester- 
bork. 
By this time the Allies were 
already sweeping across France 
and on Sept. 3 as the armies ap- 
proached, the Germans abandoned 
Westerbork and removed all of 
the inmates to Auschwitz in Po- 
land. The train trip into Poland 
lasted two days and.two nights. 
The long journey in an over- 
crowded sealed boxcar marked 
the last time that the members 
of the “Secret Annex” were to 
be together, for at the huge camp 
at Auschwitz, the men and the 
women were separated and kept 
isolated from one another. 

The chances of survival at 
Auschwitz were slim. Inmates 
would either be gassed or, if their 
physieal condition was good (by 
camp standards), they would be 
sent on labor battalions to be 
worked to death. The first to die 
was Herman van Daan on whom 
the poor diet and other rigors of 
two years of hiding were most 
apparent. He was gassed on Oct. 
5, exactly a month after his ar- 
rival. His wife did not survive 
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him by more than a week. In No- 
vember,. Dussel, the dentist, was 
sent on a labor battalion to Neu- 
gramme. He never returned. 

In November 1944, Otto Frank 
became seriously ill 


saved him. For had he been well, 
he would have taken part in the 
evacuation march from Ausch- 
witz in January when, as the Rus- 
sians approached, all of the in- 
mates who could walk were 
herded together and marched out 
of the camp. Practically all of 
them died of hunger or of ex- 
posure. Peter van Daan was one 


of these. 


hospital cases re- 
the camp when the 
Russians arrived. The process of 
recovery and repatriation was 
slow but as soon as he could get 
about, Frank began a long and 
frantic search for news of his 
family. He sought out survivors 
of Auschwitz who might have 
known his wife and daughters. 
At last he learned from a woman 
who had been in Mrs. Frank’s 
barracks that his wife had died 
on Jan. 6, just 10 days before 
the liberation of the camp. All 
he could learn of Anne and Mar- 
got was that they had been sent 
on a labor battalion to Bergen- 
Belsen. As late as June, 1945, he 
met a survivor of Belsen who had 
known them. Both girls had died 
some time in March, unable to 
hold on to life for another few 
weeks when liberation would have 
been assured. 

The sisters had managed to stay 
together in the same barracks and 
Margot’s bunk had been just 
above Anne’s. Margot had fallen 
to the floor one day while trying 
to get down and, in her feeble 
and weakened condition, the acci- 
dent had killed her. Until then, 
Anne had managed to keep up 
the same spirit she revealed in 
her diary despite the hardships of 
the concentration camp. But with 
her sister’s death, Anne’s will to 
live broke down and, two days 
later, she died. 

What remained was Anne’s 
diary which Miep and Elli had 
preserved throughout the war. 
The decision to submit it to a 
publisher was a difficult one for 
Otto Frank to make. Anne had 
always longed to be a writer and 
one of her ambitions was to pub- 
lish, after the war, a book called 
“The Secret Annex.” Anne’s 
diary was, he felt, that book. 

“Het Achterhuis” (which is the 
Dutch equivalent for “Secret An- 
nex”) was published in 1947 in 
Holland. Since then, it has ap- 
peared in almost every European 
country. The American edition 
was published this summer and 
immediately became a best seller 
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earned in the following remark- 
able fashion:
